The 
BUR claims to be the legal government of the independent republic of 
Byelorussia. It consists of approximately 190 official members residing 
in Western Europe* the United States* and South America. 

I. Fuads are introduced into BNR for the two publications as 
contributions from persons interested in the realisation of Byelorussian 
independence. Three members of the BNR are witting of Agency interest 
but the employees of both publications are unwitting. 

4. Operational control Is m ain taine d by the Agency through the 
Field Cat# Officer. The BNR* when granted subs idis a tion for the 
publications, agreed to accept suggestions concerning editorial policies 
and it is reported that both publications have been responsive to suggestions 
offered and that their editorial policies have been consonant with til Agency's 
desires.
